the British admiralty on naval de- 
fence. The report defines the naval 
status of the Dominion. The chiet 
features of the agreement were that 
the navies of Canada and Australia 
will be exclusively under the control 
of their respective governments, that 
the training will be generally uniform 
with that of the Imperial navy. 

In defining the naval stations Can- 
ada is given the North Atlantic and 
part of the North Pacific. The Aus- 
tralian station will be across the 
South Pacific and extends to the Ant- 
arctic circle. 

It is decided that the Dominion 
naval vessels will float the white en- 
sign at their stern and their distine- 
tive flag at their flagstaff. 

In international affairs colonial of- 
ficers will be under the control of the 


admiralty, and in time of war when, 


the naval service of the dominions 
have been put at the disposal of the 
Imperial government it will form an 
integral part of the British fleet. 

Detailed provisions are made for the 
control of vessels of the Dominion 
forces when in other parts of the em- 
pire or off their station or on foraging

PARLIAMENT'S SHORT CAREER 


Only One Shorter in Canada's History 
—Session Just Closed Was 
the Longest 


Ottawa.—The parliament just closed 
by dissolution was the shortest in 
point of time in Canada’s history, ex-; 
cept one. It lasted about two years | 
and a half. The last general election 
occurred on October 26, 1908, The only 
shorter parliament was that preceding 
the defeat of Sir John A, Macdonald 
by the Liberal forees under Hon. 
Alexander MacKenzie in 1871, which 
lasted only a year and a half, 

The session just closed, however, 
was among the longest, having opened 


November 18 of last year. Notwith- 
standing its length, there was com- 


paratively little legislation of import- 
ance placed upon the statutes, largely 
owing to the policy of obstruction 
adopted by the opposition since the 
introduction of the reciprocity agree- 
ment, Among the government meas- 
ures left on the unfinished order 
papers are the grain bill, the copy- 
right bill, the branch line bill, the 
banking act, the railway act, affecting 
owners of live stock, and the act re- 
lating to explosions. |

a truth the Lord hath sent me unto

ears.”” He did not fail to exhort them 
to amend their ways and their doings 
| and to obey the voice of the Lord their 
| God, and then he added, do what you 
please with me, but know that if you 
| kill me you will kill an innocent man, 
{ The princes and the people then took 
Jeremiah's part against the priests 
and the prophets because he had spo- 
ken in the name of the Lord their 
God, and thev recall the fact that in 
the days of Hezekinh the Prophet 
Micah was a faithful witness for the 
Lord of hosts against Jerusalem, but 
that Hezekiah, instead of killing him, 
repented before the Lord, and the 
Lord kept back the evil which other- 
wise would have come upon them. 
Micah told them plainly that thev 
judged for reward, taught for hire and 
divined for money, yet professed to 
lean upon the Lord (Mie. iii, 11). 
Hezekiah knew this to be all true, and 
he humbled himself before God and 
repented, 

The last part of our lesson chapter 
tells of another true man of God who 
prohesied as Jeremiah did, and when 
Jehoiakim sought to kill him he fled 
into Egypt, but the king had him 
brought back out of Egypt and put to 


death. The difference in the fate of 
these two men makes us_ think of 
| James, the brother of John, whom 


Herod killed with the sword, and Pe- 
ter, who was saved from a similar fate 
by an angel (Acts xii). Tt is always a 
gain for a true child of God to die, 
hut it is sometimes better for the peo- 
ple of God on the earth and for sin- 
ners who may through them be saved 
to continue yet awhile here (Phil. i, 
20-26). 

{ Jeremiah was a prophet of the Lord 
\for forty years until Judah was fully 
|earried captive in the days of Zedeki- 
ah, and he seems to have had to con- 
| tend with lying prophets all the way 
| through, to one of whom the Lord told 
| him to sav, “This year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast taught rebellion 
jagainst the Lord.’ So he died that 
}same vear (chapter xxviii, 15-17). We 
can always safely leave ourselves in 
the hands of the Lord, but we cannot 
do otherwise than believe and obey 
Him, The illustration of the Recha- 
hites, who obeyed Jonadab, their fa- 
ther, in the matter of drinking no 
wine, having no vineyards and build- 
ing no houses, as recorded in chapter 
Xxxv, Was a very striking object les- 
son and a stinging rebuke to God's 
disobedient people, but they did not 
lay it to heart. 

What an old story it is. but what a 
sad story, that people will vrofess in 
words to be the Tord’s people, but in 
their lives deny Him bv covetousness 
and worldiness and self-seeking and 
pleasing, as if they could deceive God, 
who reads the heart, and to whom all 
things are naked and open.

General Louis Botha, one of the 
| colonial Premiers now in England 
was one of the most skilful and ag 
gressive of the Boer commanders in 
the South African War. He it was 
| who planned the defences of the Tu 
gela, and foiled for so long the late 
Sir Redvers Buller’s efforts to effect 
the relief of Ladysmith. On the death 
of General Joubert he became com- 
mander-in-chief of the Boer forces, 
and in the long struggle his military 
exploits were brilliant and skilful. 
~General Botha’s genial humor, his 
tranquil, well-balanced mind, his 
gane outlook, and shrewd common- 
sense have served him and his coun- 
try well in the past. It goes without 
saying that they will do so in the 
future, 

There is no South African of either 
race whose name commands such wide 
respect. In all the whirlwinds of 
passion after the war, as well as in 
the tempestuous scenes that occurred 
at Pretoria before the final outbreak 


breatued on. His sincerity as a Lib. 
eral opponent of President Kruger’s 
fatal policy of exclusion was never in 
doubt. his chivalry, his humanity, 
his courage, and his skill were gladly 
recognized by all the British generals 
who faced him in the field,

The royal residences are strongly 
guarded by military and police and 
private detectives are engaged to keep 
guard over the treasures.

In the strong rooms there is plate 
valued at over $12,500,000, There is a 
gold dinner service sufficient for 140 
persons, with other articles of gold 
and silver numbering in all 1,100 and 
weighing 30 tons. A.candelabrum of 
old, representing St. George and the 

ragon, used for lighting the royal 
table, is so heavy that two men are 
required to lift it. It weighs 2,700 
ounces and ia valued at between $60,- 
000 and $85,000. A more modern piece 
of plate, an epergne, designed by the

REMAIN IN CANADA. 


Hundreds of Tomahawks Found In 
Rural Districts Are Signs of the 
Former Activities of Race Which 
Was Wiped Out by the Iroquois— 
Only a Few Families of Ouendats 
Still Remain In Quebec. 


A notable feature in the physical 
conditions of the country at one time 
inhabited by the vanished Huron 
people is the fact that tne level of 
the Georgian Buy has fallen since 
Champlain's day probably twelve teet. 
1t is hardly possible to<iay to realize 
what that means. One tning certain 
is that a very large area of land now 
cultivated: or remiaiping marsh land 
was in those days covered with water. 

Considerable aiscussion has arisen 
over the place where the Hurons’ 
capital, or headquarters, wus, suys 
Janet Grant Neednam in The Globe. 
Some writers claim that Urillia stands 
on or very near tne spot. Recent in- 
vestigations show that it stands very 
near. Champlain states cleariy (Voy- 
ages 1616, page 276) tnat Cahaigne was 
eight miles distant from Lake Vouchi- 
ching at the Narrows, where they 
caught fish. The tinding of ash heaps, 
temains and sites places it near Baas 
Lake, that being also the Contarea 
mentioned by Rrebeuf and the Jean 
Baptiste Mission. The large number 
of persons who inhabited tnis village 
indicates that these two huridred cab- 
ins were not long occupied. It is 

uite reasonable to suppose that the 

roquois retaliated on the Hurons for 

the unprovoked attack of Sept. 1, 1615, 
and harassed: them from time to time, 
and that Cahaigne, the Hurons’ capi- 
tal, was moved more than once, These 
attacks by the Iroquois kept the Hu- 
tons retiring in a more northerly di- 
tection, while their villages were larg- 
er, more compact, and palisaded on 
the south side for safety. 

Orillia, however, as the “gateway” 
to the Huron country, lays claim to 
some importance, and shows evidence 
and at 
widely different periods. /xcavations 
in all parts of tne town reveal this. 
It is noted as a meeting place and 
distributing centre for four, if not 
five, important trails to the Hurons 
and Algonquins — one passing the 


many of its leading streets have In- 
dian names, viz., Neywash, Missis- 
saga, Matchedash, Chemong, Nottawa, 
Sagne, etc, Orillia is Spanish, mean- 
ing ‘‘coast or border,’”’ so named by 
a number of half-pay officers who 


fought under the Duke of Wellington - 


in the Peninsular war, and were giv- 
en tracts of land in this district. 

The lectin feature of the 
Huron Nation, so far as we can trace 
it today, was the work of the in- 
trepid Jesuits. One of them writes 
that the Huron Nation ‘is the very 
stronghold of Satan, his castle and 
donjon keep:’’ The stone remains of 
fort and headquarters of St. 
Marie Mission, three miles froth Mid- 
land, on the Wye River, are plainly 
to be seen. The going down of the 
level of the Georgian Bay since 
Champlain’s visit has altered the 
shore line and small streams consider- 
ably, yet the main features and dis- 
tances on Du Creux's map of 1640 are 
traceable. The Recollects ceased work 
in 1629. It was not until 1634 that 
Brebeuf, Daniel and Davost entered 
the Huron land (Brebeuf served in 
1629 among another people). For fit- 
teen years the tall figures of the Je- 
suits were familiar sights in their 
long, black, closely-buttoned cassocks 
and broad black hats turned up at the 
sides, The Huron population was 
then 30,000, in twenty villages, show 
‘ing @ compactness not in evidence Pie 
fore. There had also been an absotp- 
tion of a smaller tribe, 

On March 16, 1649, the great mas. 
sacre took place. St. Ignace and St 
‘Louis were stealthily approached by 
the Iroquois and burned to the 

round, the inhabitants tortured and 

illed. The body of brave Brebeuf, 
ithe Jeeguit, was burned with: red-hot 
‘axes, and boiling water was poured 
over his head. His skull rests in the 
‘Hotel Dieu, Quebec. Lalemant was 
also killed by the conquering Iroquois. 
iIn all, five priests lost their lives. (A 
‘fine memorial church to these mar. 
tyrs is erected at Penetanguishene.) 
|Atter the massacre the Huron Nation 
.was no more, To-day a mere two daz- 
jen families of Hurons, called Wysn- 
dots (Ouendats), are in Quebec, rap- 
jidly becoming absorbed by the French 
population. 
\ The sites of the final battles can 
jalmost.be determined by the hun. 
dreds of tomahawks, native and 
French (with the three crosses on 
reverse side), picked up, but further 
investigation is necessary before ar- 
riving at conclusions. Of the century 
after the massacre nothing is known, 
but it is believed that the ds 
from the Sault and west settled on the 
Huron lands, After the country came 
under British control én 1762, travel- 
ers tell us, only Ojibways were found 
here; the latter could tell nothing of 
the people who lived there before 
them, nor could the wandering Al- 
onquins. In 1816 the noted traveler, 

rs. Trollope, and later, in 1837, Mrs, 
Anna Jameson, traveler and author- 
ess, in delightful sketches, gave 
jcharming accounts of this district as 
they found it. In 1896 Sir Francis 
Bond Head decided to withdraw the 
‘Indians from the white population. 
This was subsequently done in 1846 
by a coungil. They had already sold 
much of their land. Of the three 
chiefs, Musguakie (Muskoka), better 
known as ‘‘Yejlowhead,” chief of the 
“Rama Indians, was the greatest and 
jmost pepular. \He fought in the war 
of 1812 and died in 1965, at the 
of 106. He was not buried on Chiefs 
Island, the sacred spot; his ly lies 
jin 8t. James’ Churchyard, Orillia, 
with his charters and medals wra 
in beaver skins at his feet.

He worked on a Scot- 
tish railroad for a while, came to 
Canada, and got a job as a brake- 
man. In 1886 he had become general 
superintendent of the western divi- 
sion of the C.P.R. Later he was made 
vice-president and given complete con- 
trol of the Western part of the system, 

ising over 6,000 miles of railroad, 
That's a record for both the man and 
the country: which provided him his 
opportunity to be proud of. Now he 
is Sir William yte, with higher 
honors yet possibly ahead of him. 


Wave to the Coast. 

Figures at hand at the Winnipeg 
immigration hall for the fiscal year 
just completed reach a total of 311,064, 
or over 100,000 greater than the im- 
mediate previous fiscal year. The best 
previous year was 1907-1908, when 262,- 
469 immigrants entered Canada. Ot 
last year’s regate 123,013 came from 
the United Kingdom, 86,212 being Eng- 
lish. Americans numbered 121,451 and 
Europeans 61,620. The prairie pro- 
vinces absorbed the bulk of immi- 
rants, but 54,689 went to British Co- 
umbia, and this of the very best 
class.

The labor problem 
grows more serious year by yenr, 
and the time is near when it will be 
next to impossible to get the ten 
and the twenty and the thirty har- 
vesters necessary to handle these big 
grain crops. We must get into 
mixed farming on small acreages. 
[t will solve the labor problem, and 
the dry year problem, and the suc- 
cessful farming problem. A quarter 
‘ection, ora half section at the most, 
san be made to produve varied erops 
yea farmer, who will be able to 
vandle the product with very little 
aired, help. .Then, and then only, 
vill we produce our own beef, mut- 
ton and pork. And it can be done, 
ind is being done, by farmers.

THE BLACK PROBLEM, 


Bouth Africa Is Called on te Face a 
Huge Question. 

There will be many important pointes 
on which the union Parliament will 
have to come to a decision, but per- 
haps it will be agreed that the most 
vital of all South African questions, 
and the one needing the earliest and 
soundest solution, is that of the Native 
Policy. 

The native territories, large in ex- 
tent and with rapidly growing popula- 
tions, may within a few years become 
part and parcel of the Union of South 
Africa, and some definite scheme for 
the future governing of these great 
populous territories will have to be de. 
vised; one which will give the natives 
no handle with which to shake the 
confidence of the outside world in the 
wisdom and integrity of the Union 
Government, while at the same time it 
appeases the established feelings of 
the dominant color. 

The difficulties that beset the path of 
satisfactory legislation having for its 
} alm the gradual elevation to political 
| tights of so primitive and diverse 

tribes, must of necessity be numerous 
Nevertheless, a way must be found, 
; and that between the extremes of the 
| hollow American “Man and a Broth- 
| er” and the “Nigger and a Dog” feel- 
ling. With the great advancement of 
| education among the natives, with the 

recognized striving for book earning 
which they evince, and above all wit 
the example of the whites before them, 
it is very natural that they should 
move for the possession of some sort 
of political franchise, 

In what manner is it possible to 
grant, with benefit to the natives and 
at the same time with dignity to the 
whites, this rational demand? 

Under existing circumstances the 

sition is roug..ly this: In the Cape 
Provines natives may attain a vote 
under more or less | Gpelifications: 
in the Transvaal an range River 
Colony they have no vote. In Natal 
| the qualifications is so stringent that 
it is practically prohibitive. The Basu- 
‘tos hold Pitsos, which are assemblies 
of chiefs or headmen, in which their 
tribal affairs are discussed. The Swaz- 
|is and Zulus have nothing resembl- 
| ing either the Parliament ot the white 
man or the Pitso of the Basuto.

edge; already Hundreds ave been sent 
| over to America to undergo a course 
of education there, and thus the white 
of South Africa must be prepared 
shortly for a strong display of native 
educational results, terminating in a 
well-founded cry for political rights. 

Now, in the Basuto appears to be 
the whole solution of the matter; why 
not have a native Parliament to which 
all the native tribes of South Africa 
could send representatives? 

Take away the franchise of the na- 
tives at the Cape as at present exer- 
cised, in favor of a more extended 
one, for a Parliament of their own; 

place this Parliament under a com- 
| mission, who would forward to the 
Union Parliament for ratification or 
otherwise such resolutions as have 
come to them from the Pitso. 

This would give all the native tribes 
an opportunity of airing their griev- 
ances and ideas, and alone would 
| leasen by half the danger arising from 
the probable bursting of a sealed fur- 
nace. 

The native population of South Af- 
rica is increasing, and we have the 
menacing example of the U.S.A. be- 
fore us. 

The natives cannot and will not ex- 
| pect for the present and for a long 
| while to come the full and free fran- 


| 
| 


{ chise of the whites, but they certainly 
will desire to labor under no undue 
| intolerance, and have a right to ex- 
| pect a wholehearted consideration of 
their side of the case. 
| The adoption of such a course as 
that outlined above would, under pro- 
per safeguards, carry with it but little 
risk of danger to the white population, 
| while to the natives it must appear 
| such a great stride in the recognition 
| of their status of citizenship, that it 
{ surely must earn the gratitude of un- 
| bounded loyalty to the Government 
and people which established it. 
Such a scheme will have many de- 
tails to be considered, such as the 
advisability of the channel of com- 
munioation between the two Parlia- 
ments, consisting of either one Min- 
ister or a commission, and so forth; 
but the first aep: is to find the path 
which will lead to a satisfactory solu- 
tioa of a question the gravity of which 
cannot be over-estimated. - 


Pickled Steel. 


“To keep the iron and steel used in 
building big ships from rusting,” an 
engineer told the reporter, ‘is a mat- 
ter of supreme importance, The Brit. 
ish Admiralty is very partidilar that 
every piece shall be painted the mo- 
ment it is ready for puulding Derrcent, 
But the steel plates form a hard black 
surface, called “mill scale,” in the 

rocess of manufacture. This clings 

naciously to the plate, and if it is 
covered with paint, and afterwards 
the plate gets damaged, then the scale 
peels off, taking the paint with it, 
and leaving the steel bare. The plate 
is then liable to rust-corrosion, a ser- 
ious danger to the ship. 

“We therefore remove every trace of 
scale before. painting the steel plate. 
It is put into a bath of dilute hydro. 
chloric acid for a few hours, which 
loosens the scale. The plate is then 
brushed with wire brusl#s and wash- 
ed with a hose. This is what we call 
‘pickling steel’,”’ \

An erroneous impression exists in 
the minds of many Western people 
that the manufacturer of Canada 
takes advantage of the tariff by rais- 
ing his selling price by the full 
amount of the duty, with which he 
it protected from foreign competition. 
Facts show that the Canadian manu- 
facturer does not, and could not safe- 
jy, do such a thing. The home manu- 
facturer, to-day, does seven times as 
much: business in Canada as the for- 
eign manufacturer. Would the factor- 
ies of Canada be able to secure that 
much more business than the keen 
foreign competitor if prices were 80 
inflated? No they would not and 
the main purpose of the tariff is not 
to rob, but to protect. 

hat the manufacturer should be 
abke to improve the quality of his 
product and at the same time reduce 
the price to the consumer may at first 
seem incredible, but it all hinges up- 
on the output. Every manufac- 
turing operation whether large or 
small involves a certain amount of 
stationary overhead expense including 
such items as rent, heat, light, insur- 
ance, taxes, office expenses, superin- 
tendence, etc. If these expenses have 
to be met out of the returns from a 
small output it follows that the pro- 
portion carried by each unit of pie:

THE AGE OF YOUTH. 


New Governor General of Australia Is 
Only 37 Years Old. 


Where a few years ago the young 
men were considered to be too hot- 
headed and inexperienced to be en- 
trusted with the reins of government, 
jhey have gradually forged to the 
tront until now they are displucing the 
gray-beards in positions that call for 
the highest qualifications to «which 
men can attain. 

A striking example of this is evi- 
denced in the fact that the British 


j Cabinet is the youngest that has ever 


been in office, and it has appointed 


she yoUngest goveriuor-general of Aus 
tralia—Lord Beviman who will suc. 
teed Lord Dudley when he retires this 
year. 

Lord Denman will be 37 years thie 
year, and already he has seen and 
done a lot. Quite early in life he 
made up his mind to be a soldier, and 
his opportunity came sooner than it 
does for most men, for not long after 
he left the military college at Sand- 
hurst. the South African war broke 
out, and he served as captuin of the 
Middlesex Squadron of the Imperial 
Yeomanry and saw much service, and 
finally being invalided home after a 
wound received during a skirmish. 
He was immensely popular with his 
soldiers and noted for the attention 
he paid to their comfort, 

Besides being a keen soldier, Lord 
Denman is a man of strong political 
opinions, and as he has great ambi- 
tions he is likely to be heard more of 
later on. He is a Liberal, and when 
that party came into power received 
nis first appointment as lord-in-wait- 
.ng to the late King. He has also act- 
ad as deputy speaker and whip in 
the House of Lords. His last appoint- 
ment was that of captain of the Corps 
ot Gentlemen-at-Arms, the famous 
royal bodyguard which celebrated its 

th anniversary last year.

“DAN” MANN’S FATHER, 


ioneer of Acton Died Recently In 
His 94th Year. 


There was laid at reat in Fairview 
cemetery, in Acton Village, a few days 
ago, one of the very, very few sur- 
vival of the real «ld pioneer days of 
Ontario—Hugh Main, the father of 
Sir Donald, of the great team of 
Canadian railroad builders, Mackensie 
ard Mann, in his 94th year. Here was 
a man who, if he had stayed in the 
land of his birth, would have reared 
a family unknown, in all human 
probability, outside of the Scotch par- 
ish where he himself was born. Hav- 
ing married a fine young woman 
named Helen Macdonald in 1843, he 
sailed away to Canada shortly after- 
ward, and in this land of possibilities 
a son of his became one of the coun- 
try’s biggest notabilities, 

Hugh Mann and his wife settled 
on the 4th concession of Esquesing 
Township, one mile east of Acton Vil- 
lage. He only ‘took up” fifty acres, 
built a log house, and in it most of 
the Mann family of ten were born,

including ‘‘Don,” who was the fifth 
child. 
D. D. Mann was born in 1853. Like 


the boys in ‘The Hoosier Schoolmas- 


ter,” he worked in the summer and 
went to school in the winter.

A BUSH HOLIDAY. 


A Day Off In B.C. as Described by a 
Hospital Worker. 


An hospital in the bush sounds very 
as but only those who have liv- 
ed along the coast of Vancouver Is- 
land can realize how wonderfully 
rand it is. The hospital of which I 

ave charge is situated many miles 
north of Vancouver. I had had heavy 
work for many months, and was just 
getting a bit slack when I awoke ove 
morning in August to find the sun 
streaming into my room. It was one 
of those sparkling clear mornings 
when everything stands out with that 
remarkable clearness peculiar 
Western Canada, 

Think how much I should like to 
and repair to one of 
the lakes to fish, | made known my 
wish at breakfast time, and we ar- 
tanged that the doctor’s wife and my- 
self should go off, taking with us a 
male patient convalescing, after am- 
putation of leg, and a mad scramble 
followed. 

After helping with the morning ward 
work, and packing up a hasty lunch, | 
was just fixing up my fishing tackle 
when the whistle of the first train of 
logs came down to us from not very 
far up in the woods, 

This meant hurry, for the men can- 
rot lose time waiting for holiday- 
makers. So off we trotted just in time 
tu scramble into the engine cabin, 
und away eight miles through the 
bush till we reached the beautiful lake 
which was to be our destination, 

Having got down again from the 
engine, we made our i to the lake 
edge, there to find an old boat; into 
this we scrambled, and pulled out a 
little way, then threw out our lines. 
We had plenty of bites, and landed 
some half-dozen fine trout; but the 
sun shone too brightly for te fish, 
and they soon became lazy. 

While they were enjoying a “‘siesta,” 
we rowed about two miles across the 
lake, and landed on the very smallest 
of islands, which we christened “The 
Isle of Delight.” Here we made a 
fire and prepared a lunch, giving our 
patient his in the boat, as he, poor 
fellow, could not land. 

After our repast we again settled 
down to fish, and a very exciting two 
hours followed, landing trout as fast 
as we could for two hours.

Oh, joy; it was the 
whistle of a train! We could scarcely 
believe our ears, but it surely came 
nearer and nearer, and at last hove 
into sight. We waved frantically, and 

ulled with all our might to shore, 
But the men saw us and called out 
to us to hurry. And we obeyed their 
instructions to the letter, but the 
task of getting our patient out of the 
boat and up through the bush to the 
train in a hurry was an extremely dif- 
ficult one, and, looking back on it, 1 
hardly know how we accomplished it.

for it was no train and carriage we 
had stopped, but an engine only, and 
we were soon speeding on our way 
home.

children, Of the immigrants from the 
United States 74,990 were men, 25,215 
women and 24,397 children,

Btates the largest number was fur- 
nished ie the State of Washington, 
17,830, followed by North Dakota 16,- 
631, Minnesota 13,687 and Michig
